I, THOMAS L. JUDGE, in accordanca wfth pewer& grantad tﬁ me as
Governar by the laws and Constitution of the State of Mentana, and in
particular recognition of the provisions of Chapter 577, 1977 Sesston
Laws of Montana (House Bi11 762 of the 45th Legislature), I hereby find
and declare that an energy supply alert e;isﬁs,aéuto electrical energy in
those areas of Montana shown on the accompanying maﬁ.

| }:Ihe law provides that when the Governor declares an energy supply
alert, he has power to direct actions reducing energy usage by state
agencies and political subdivisions of the state. I. therefore, order
ali state agencies and political subdivisions of the state located within
the affected areas te rﬁﬁaue their use of electricity by at Teast 10 per
cent from their historic rate of usa.
